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(From the London Weekly Dispatch.] 
The Loot of Pekin. 
Can any glory come to llie two greatest 
Powers i" Europe from the vast process of 
piracy and burglary on which we have en- 
tered ? Minifl rifles against matchlocks, 
bows and arrows — gingals against Arm- 
strong guns — Grant and Montaubatl. thor- 
oughbred in war, against Sau-ko-liu-sin, the 
leader of an anny that has never seen an 
enemy' — the force of a harmlesswnnd peace- 
loving people! Oh! it is brave indeed! 
Can wa get any profit? Forty years of the 
present free proceeds of the trade will do 
mure than square accounts with the expen- 
diture up to this lime. Did any but mad- 
men ever propose to cultivate commerce by 
blowing out the brains and destroying the 
property of their customers ? The summer 
palace of the Emperor has been regularly 
"looted," broken into burglariously by the 
French soldiers, and afterwards by our own, 
its beauty and its splendors, its work of art 
and tasteful delicate magnificence have 
been wantonly, recklessly, savagely de- 
stroyed by a mob of Europeans, who have 
only two groumlle^sly ridiculed the epithet 
" Barbarian Eye' : by which Chinamen were 
wont to designate them. Our allied forces 
have become a rabble crowd of housebreak- 
ers' — worse than that, destroying with reck- 
less caprice the precious things they did not 
care to bear away, and all this to prove otu 
superior civilization, and tosustain our proud 
title to "teach the nations how to live!'' 
Well for such soldiers is it that peace bus 
been ratified. The "looting" of the Span- 
ish towns in the peninsular war so entirely 
demoialixed our army that Wellington in a 
proclamation declared that it had ceased to 
exist; and had there been more Chinese 
cities to loot, our troops would have sunk to 
destruction under the blandishments of the 
vanquished. 

Do not let the people lose sight of the 
origin of this filibustering corsair expedi- 
tion. We brutalized the Chinese people 
with opium. The Em peror, as censor morum, I only dischnr 
prohibited his subjects from putting " a 
thief into their mouths to steal away their 
brains." We made war upr.li a sovereign 
for hindering us from debauching his people. 
Not contented with his submission, with his 
paying tho expenses of depraving his sub- 
jects, wo wiung from him concessions of 
territory and of interior communication 
which we never had the shadow of a title to 
exact, and made the imperfect execution of 
an unjust treaty the pretext of a second 
felony of piracy and arson. 

This costly burglary has its source in no 
better a cause than the rescue of a smuggler 
from the punishment ho merited, and tho 
corrupt and dishonorable extension of the 
protection of the British flag to a river 
pirate, contrary to the faith of treaties. Dis- 
guise it as we may, that is our casus belli ; 
and as there is One who guides the moral 
government of the universe, and mankind 
are ruled by a providential dispensation, " it 
must not nor it cannot conic to good." Wc 
try to justify, or at least excuse ourselves, 
by exaggerating tho tyranny, and dressing 
up lies about the oppression, of the Chinese. 
We even howled our war-whoop to tho army 
to render two millions of innocent and 
kindly people houseless and food less, be- 
cause Mr. Bowlby, of the Times was miss- 
ing! Why, have our untatooed Cauianches 
and Blackfeec read the long narrative of our 
enormities, recounted by Mr. Bowlby him- 
nelf? Du they know "that we stand self- 
convicted of having "looted" village after 
village ; that by express order of the com- 
manders we gave a town up for occupation 
by our soldiers, and that fathers, husbands, 
and brothers preferred to put their wives, 
daughters, and sisters to death rather- than 
trust to the tender mercies of our camp ! 
AVhat would we have done? What flag 
of truce would our people have respected 
had tilts Chinese crossed the line to sack 
London, and had ravished and violated their 
way up to the Bank of England and the 
British Museum, "looting" Buckingham 
Palace] Wo cant about the cruelty and 
* ignorance of the Chinese Government? do 
wo know tho difficulties of preserving law, 
order, morality among 370 millions of peo- 
ple to whom life is of such small account 
that they will exchange places with the 
doomed for a few dollars? Our christian 
kings attached a capital penalty to (shooting 
a hare, or cutting an oak sapling. George 
tho Third had a criminal code to which that 



of Lin and Yeh, even in the agony of rebel- 
lion, is clemency and mercy itself; and the 
measure of punishment of our Parliament 
in the days of Romilly was just that of the 
Mandarins — not the turpitude of the offence, 
but the frequency of its committal, and the 
injury it inflicted on society. Even in 1827 
there were 1, 91)7 persons in this kingdom 
sentenced to death, and not one of them 
was allowed a barrister to defend him! If 
Lin had sentenced S2,952 for execution that 
yeai, he would not have exceeded the Brit- 
ish proportion. The number of our com- 
mittals for serious offences would not be 
exceeded proportionally by Yeh, if he had 
sentenced 600,000. 

We prate about the enormities of his ad- 
ministration — do we knuw what it is to gov- 
ern 370,000.000 of Asiatic idolators who 
know not their right hand from their lefl, 
and are in a state of chronic rebellion? 
Have ire forgotten Glencoe and Cumber- 
laud '.' Can a people be either badly gov- 
erned or heavily oppressed who exhibit such 
evidences of general luxury, good order, 
civilization, productive industry? Where 
is labor more secure ! . What would Ceylon, 
Singapore, or even Ausiralia be without the 
orderly, persevering, saving Chinese ? They 
are Asiatics — the only Orientals who can 
compete with Europeans as laborers and 
workmen. We govern 100,000,000 of Hin- 
doos. Is the condition of our subjects in 
India fot one moment to be compared to that 
of Yeh's or Lin's'! Could we govern better '! 
The answer is in the proof — all their people 
who emigrate come back h.me whenevei 
they can — aye even from our benignant 
sway. Have yon read " It is Never too Late 
toMe*nd;" the Journal of Howard; Glad- 
stone on Naples and Austria; About on the 
Roman prisons'! We snivel about non-in- 
tervention in Europe, and talk of setting a 
blasphemous rebel on the throne of China! 
The Times taunts Mr. Gladstone for pallia- 
ting the poisoning of wells, and itself coun- 
sels the destruction of a vast city just at the 
beginning of a Siberian winter, leaving a 
help.less and harmless population as large as 
all Scotland, of women and children, with- 
out food, shed, or shelter. The man who 
wrote that is in his wrong place. He ought 
to be Prime Minister of Dahomey, or chief 
medicine man of the Choctaws. 



Ho subsequently removed to Wapatoo 
Island, which he took as his claim, and 
erected the necessary building for his busi- 
ness, about the centre of the Island. During 
the year 1835, he collected about half a ciirgo 
of salmon, when the " Mary Daore" sailed 
on her return home. In 1836, Mr. Wyeth 
gave up business on the Island — leased his 
place to Dr. McLovglin, and retired to the 
States. The year following the Hudson 
Bay Company purchased the remainder of 
his property at Fort Hall, together with the 
establishment there.— S. F. Herald. 




Historical Incidents cf Oregon. 

The first American, since It* 14, who cros- 
sed to the West side of the Rooky Moun- 
tains, was Mr. Jedediah Smith, with five 
trappers in the fall of 1824, who having met 
some of tho Hudson Bay Company's trap- 
pers on the head-waters of Snake river, 
eainn with them to the H. B. Co.'s post in 
the Flathead country, where he passed the 
winter. In 182.5, he returned to rejoin his 
associates in the mountains, and in 1826 
brought a large party of his countrymen to 
hunt in the Snake country. 

From 1832 to 183S, thero were from five 
to six hundred American trappers in the 
mountains ; but now, that beaver are scarce, 
there are not twenty. In 1827, Mr. Smith 
pushed his parties to the Bay of San Fran- 
cisco, in California, anil in endeavoring to 
make his way here from that place, a year 
afterwards, fifteen of his men were mur- 
dered by the Indians at the mouth of the 
Uuipqua river, and he, with only three men, 
reached Vancouver, when the Hudson Bay 
Company immediately sent a party of six y 
men back with him to the place of massacre, 
and recovered about three thousand dollars' 
worth of his property, which was handed 
over to him free of expense — although Mr. 
S. earnestly desired to remunerate the Con - 
puny for the services rendered him — yet 
they declined receiving any remunornll n 
whatever, under the conviction that they had 
i duty to humanity, and at 
the same time taught :i lesson to the Indians 
that they could not murder and pillage the 
whites with impunity. 

The first Ameiican vessel that entered 
the Columbia river since 181-1 was the 
Owyhee, Capt. Dominis, in February 1821). 
The Convoy, Capt. Thompson, came a 
month after. Both of these vessels belonged 
to Marshall & Wilds, of Boston. In the 
summer succeeding their arrival, they pro- 
ceeded to the north west coast, and returned 
in the fall, when the Convoy took her de- 
parture for Oahu, and the other passed the 
winter in the river. The Convoy came back 
in the spring of 1830, and in the summer 
both vessels left for home. 

In 1830 the intermittent fevor broke out 
among tho Indians alo'ng the banks of the 
Columbia, and raged with such violence 
that all the inhabitants of a village at the 
upper end of Wapatoo Island died. Indeed, 
so great was the mortality occasioned by 
this fever, that several villages that had been 
depopulated by it, became so offensive as 
to require purification by fire. The Indians, 
having frequently seen Capt. Dominis taking 
his nautical observations, supposed he had 
been the occasion of their affliction, by 
throwing, as they termed it, "bad medi- 
cine" upon them. He, being an American, 
the cause of that mortality is, to this day, 
attributed by Indian superstition to the 
" Bostons." 

In 1832, Mr. Wyeth,of Cambridge. Mass- 
achusetts with eleven men, came across 
lana with the intention of establishing a 
salmon fishery, and expected to learn of the 
arrival here of a vessel which had been dis- 
patched by him from Boston. It was after- 
wards ascertained that she had been wrecked 
on nn island in the Pacific. The non-arrival 
of this vessel compelled Mr. Wyeth to re- 
turn to the States in 1833, but his men re- 
mained in the Willamette Valley, where 
they settled. In 1834, Mr. Wyeth returned 
with a large number of men, whom he left 
in the Snake country to engage in trapping, 
arid on his way he built the present Fort 
Hall. He brought about twenty men with 
him into the valley to prosecute the object 
of his first trip in 1832, for which purpose 
he had dispatched a vessel called the 
"Mary Ducre," Captain Lambert, from Bos- 
ton, in 1833, which entored the Columbia a 
few days after his arrival at Vancouv r. 
Mr. Wyeth first built at the luwer mouth of 
of the Willamette, now known as St. Helens. 



The Origin ok London; — The antiquity 
of the city of London is undeniable. It 
was a place of sumo note from the date of 
the earliest historic periods. A collection of 
houses, not perhaps magnificent, stood on 
the little hills abovo the Thames, near the 
Fleet river, and on both banks of Wulbrook, 
when the Romans, after invading the island, 
forced their way through Kent into Surrey, 
and probably crossed into Middlesex. This 
town or village had been the capital city of 
a powerful British prince, more than equiva- 
lent to any of the towns visited by Dr. 
Livingstone in his remarkable tour through 
the central regions of Africa, and wo trust 
that it was a more moral city than the me- 
tropolis of the King of Dahomey. Our an- 
cestors should have more credit for civiliza- 
tion than is given to them by the historians 
of their invaders. Roman writers were not 
interested in producing tho character of the 
nations whom their soldiers conquered, in 
very bright colors, and their testimony 
should be carefully investigated with the 
light of such incidental circumstances as a 
writer lets out occasionally without consider- 
ing the results. The Britons who resisted 
the invasion of the Romans were a numerous 
people, for they could not otherwise have 
brought numerous armies in the field, or 
given their antagonists so much trouble ns 
these Romans experienced in beating them. 
The natives of tho islands then p; ssessed 
good arms, but the buckler, spear, and sword 
imply a certain degree of progress in the 
mechanical arts. Chariots of war, formida- 
bly accoutered, were common among them, 
and the existence of these implements infer 
workmen and their manufacture. Scythes 
for their chariot-poles implied the erection of 
forges, and tho training id' blacksmiths and 
cutlers. Therefore, the Britons of the Ro- 
man period may have appeared barbarians 
to the polished Italians, but we need not 
think of then) as savages, precisely resem- 
bling, in all but color, some of Dr. Living- 
stone's friends. We know that they hud 
mines and iron-works, and they must have 
had artisans in wood, and they had some 
agricultural knowledge, or they could not 
have been supported in great numbers. 
London, in their time, may have been a 
pleasant place and un important town. 

The Palmetto Fi.au. — The citizens of 
Gloucester, Mass., were recently astonished 
at seeing a largo palmetto flag waving over 
Fort Defiance.

Vancouver Island Land Question Again. 

The land proclamation cf tlie I9t!i uliin.o, 
is the first governmental document on thai 
subject which has boon issued by the local 
government since Vancouver Island reverted 
from the Hudson Hay Company to the 
Crown, At the expiration of tlioir Grant 
in 1859, they virtually gave up all control 
over the Crown lands lo the Crown. From 
May, '59, to Fob. 19th, '61, the old system 
inaugurated by tho Company was enforced 
with some slight modifications. And it will 
also bo remembered that Gov. Douglas in 
the Stamp Correspondence, staled that he 
had no power to conclude final arrange- 
ments for tho segregation and salo of land 
at Barclay Sound or any where else. What 
land was sold was sold by a common consent 
of all parties interested, so if possible nbt to 
stop the settlement of tho country. In con- 
formity, however, witli the Duke of New- 
eastlo's despatch in lSGO, we find that Gov. 
Douglas has been empowered to sell at 43. 
2d. per nore, and make such other regula- 
tions as in his judgment may fiuther the 
settlement of tho country. Whether the 
Hudson Bay Company have formally re- 
granted this island to the Crown, we are not 
told officially, on the principle, wo presume, 
that the public should know nothing about 
its own business. A very bad and mis. 
ehevious principle it is : for we hold that 
a provinoe, like a merchant, should be peri- 
odically informed of the real state ot all and 
not a par! uf its affairs. The Attorney 
General, however, in answer to an interro- 
gatory—why the Crown lands had not been 
transferred to tho legislature— stated that 
the Hudson Bay Company were in litigation 
with tho Crown on the subject. Whether 
tho litigation is to be carried on in the local 
or Imperial Courts, lie did not explain. 
Suoh then is about the sum total of all the 



information of which the public have been 

put in possession on the land question, and inferiority, and settle the Indian title too 



where throughout Vancouver Island and its 
dependencies, to locate farms on tho Crown 
Lands. Whatever disadvantages the procla- 
mation might have contained, if such a 
broad and final foundation had been laid as 
we have indicated, they could have been 
remedied as time and circumstances war- 
ranted. As it is, we are told to commence 
our settlement by building a hovel, when 
we could just as well erect a symetrical and 
substantial frame building at the outsturt, 
ami one which wouid endure through life. 
There must be somo reason, however, for 
limiting pre-emption to nine districts, 
whether the reason bo good or bud. It 
may bo to keep the lauds tu be sold to 
speculators; for we find ?to repeal of the bid 
land sale system in the proclamation. It 
maybe to preserve the best lands for an 
English immigration. We -presume, how- 
ever, that the leading reason for limiting 
pre-emption to nine districts lies in the fact 
that in nearly all the districts not enumera- 
ted the Indian title is not extinguished. 
Tho Indian title, we conclude, is tho great 
bugbear to' stop settlement. We won't ex- 
tinguish it; the Home Government won't. 
We have not tried ; the Home Government 
has not tried. We have, after three years' 
agitation for a cheap land system embracing 
the whole Colony, just sent off an address 
to Downing-slraet to extinguish the Indian 
Title. Our impression is, wo might just as 
well ask the London police to quell a fight 
on the Indian reserve. We are already told, 
" You must be self-supporting." If such is 
the ease, we will have to extinguish the title 
ouroelves. For months and years tho In 
dians on the Reserve cut each other's 
throats every day, attacked pedestrians, lire 
into the town ; and we were told; "Don't 
arrest them, or we will have an Indian war." 
HVe did arrest them ; hung one of them ; 
and now they are nil as quiet as mice. We 
were then frightened by a bugbear. On the 
land question we are frightened by another: 
'■ Pay the Indians lor tin: land or we'll have 
an Indian war.*' We don't believe it. We 
hold it to be our best policy In pay them, to 
avoid even the possibility of a war. Hill our 
government says it cami t provide the 
means. Granting such to be the ease, shall 
we allow a lew led vagrants to prevent lor- 
ever industrious settlers from settling on the 
unoccupied lands ! Not at all. We would 
treat the reii vagrants as we would white 
lines. Locate reservations for ihehl on which 
lo earn their own living, and if ih'ey" tres- 
passed on wiiite settlers punish them se- 
verely. A few lessons would suoii enable 
them to firm a correct estimate of their on n

a very small and crude total, it is. We 
however, have the ossuranoo in the procla- 
mation that Gov. Douglas is " empowered 
\y Her Majesty's Government to fix the 
upset (?) price at 4s. 2d., and authorised to 
promote the settlement of the country 
land." In the absence of any further de- 
finite information as to the exact nature of 
his dispatches, we have to fall back on his 
definite assurance, and inquire again 
whether he has taken the right measures to 
promote .settlement, and if he has not to 
hold him responsible to the country. This 
time, except words are deceitful, there is no 
Hudson Bay Company to shield the Execu- 
tive, nor no Downing Street to blame, if 
settlement is not promoted, The entire 
management and responsibility rests with 
Gov. Douglas. If he introduces a bad land 
measure he must bear the entire odium; if 
n good one, enjoy the sole honor. 

When the announcement was made that 
a la:.d proclamation was laid before the 
Assembly, it was presumed, after all the j 
agitation on the subject during the pssl 
three years, that the provisions therein em- 
braced the entire colony. We were firmly 
of that opinion ; for we nevor supposed for 
one moment that the Assembly would allow 
a proclamation to restrict settlement to 
certain districts where the laud had been 
chiefly taken up and completely culled over, 
without presenting a remoustrar.ee. Yet 
that stupid body, however, not only pre- 
vented tho press from ventilating the pro- 
clamation ; but allowed il to pass entirely | 
unnoticed, as though it was none of their 
business. Such a tutal disregard of the_ 
interests of their constituents .shows con- 
clusively tho total incapacity of the Assents 
bly to discharge intelligently those high; 
duties that they have solemnly obligated 
themselves to perform. Had they shown 
the defects in the proclamation, il is possi- 
ble, a different document would have been 
issued. Governor Douglas, having solo 
power to sell the Crown lands, could have 
refused to listen to any alteration ; yet his 
refusal would have excused the Assembly 
from neglect of duty, of which they are now 
guilty in a highly censurable degree. 'Ihe 
mere fact of Ihe Assembly not doing its duty, 
does not, nevertheless, excuse Governor 
Douglas. Il was his sole prerogative, ac- 
cepted voluntarily; to sell the Crown lands. 
He has attempted to do so by proclamation : 
but its provisions are inadequate to the pur- 
pose It is but a partial measure. It doe* 
not embrace ihe whole colony as it siiotiKl . 
There is but one single provision in it that 
sounds like finality or embraces the entire 
island, and that is tho first section whteh 
makes the upset price' of " Country 'Land'' 
4s. 2d. an acre ! and even that provision is 
emasculated by the second section, which 
limits the settler's choice .to nine tlistiiots, 

Oar lirst objection to. the proclamation is 
that it does not bUow settlers to go any 



are willing to lake this course, provided we 
cannot buy out the title. Wo must open the 
entire Colony to settlement, and not nine 
districts ; and we therefore choose the 
greater good, even if we do incur a miner 
evil. All it wants is a vigorous policy on 
the part of our government, in order to ex- 
tinguish the Indian title. Failing to inau- 
gurate that speedily, the sooner they vacate 
office the better.

Iudus trial Exhibition. 

At the last meeting of tlie General Com- 
mittee, resolutions were passed unanimously 
to ihe following effect : 

That as the object of this association is to 
make known, as extensively as possible, (fie 
natural resources and productions of these 
Colonies, and thereby offer induoaments fur 
immigration and the investment of capital, 
the Committee are of opinion that this ob- 
ject will be greatly facilitated if. in addition 
to specimens forwarded fur exhibition, a 
well-written pamphlet, descriptive of Van- 
couver Island and British Columbia bo pre- 
'mred, and extensively circulated in Eng- 
Jand and elsewhere ; and therefore resolved, 
That the sum of S'2o0 be offered as premium 
,lor the best essay furnished, and approved 
l)y the Executive Committee, and that Ihe 
sum of §750 be appropriated for its publicu- 
.tion. 

That the sum of $3000, which, in the 
•opinion of the Committee, is the probable 
.estimate of expense ot carrying out the ob- 
jects of the association, would be most suit- 
ably obtained in the following manner : viz, 
1st By u monthly subscription of one dollar 
from all those desiring to aid in carrying 
out the objects of this association, which 
monthly subscription shall constitute them 
members ot the General Committee. 2d — 
By donations. 3d— By a grant from the 
Legislature, if required. 

The Executive Cutnmillee was enipow- 
ered to name five or more gentlemen to un- 
dertake the collection of the subscriptions 
and donations; and an Address to the Pub- 
lic and List of Articles that may be contri- 
buted from Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia (submitted by the Executive 
Committee) was approved and adopted by 
the meeting, and 501) or more copies of the 
same ordered to be printed. 

The following Honorary Members were 
then added to the General Committee by 
unanimous assent, viz.: Lady Franklin, 
Rev. Cnas. Wood. Rev. B. Cridge, Rev; O.

J. M. Reid, Esq. 

The meeting :hen adjourned until Mon- 
day, the 18th March. 

Arrival of the Otter. 

The steamer Oiler arrived fiom New 
Westminster yesterday afternoon. She 
brought fifteen passengers, Ballou's and 
Jeffray's Expresses, and some $8000 in gold 
dust. 

Business at New Westminster, Hope, 
Yale and Douglas, is lively. 

The river is very low, and the steamers 
experience considerable diliiculty in pass- 
ing over the shallow bars. 

Miners are ascending the river on their 
way to the mines in large numbers. 

From Hope to Yale, and from thence 
along the canons to Lytton City, sluices are 
running and rockers are being worked. 

Parties of men are leaving the lower 
towns for Cariboo. It is thought there is 
very little snow on the trails, and that they 
will expeiience but slight ditHculty in gel- 
ting through. 

The opposition between the river-steamers 
continues. Passengers and freight are car- 
ried at merely nominal rates. 

The Robinson Troupe was announced to 
nerform at New Westminster las: evening. 

A "Vacuum." — David Scott, a dirty, 
lazy looking specimen of humanity, who 
seems to be about half cracked, and pro- 
fesses to imagine that his right name is 
Jesus Christ, was before Mr. Pemberton 
yesterday morning on a charge of vagrancy. 
Seolt said he was in no employment at pres- 
ent, and wanted something to do; had been 
looking for work ever since he arrived in 
town. Mr, Pemberton — Well, I must find 
something fur you to do, then. Scott— I'll 
be highly thankful to your worship if you'll,, 
give me work— I like it. I am destitute of 
money and means at present, and have a 
propensity for traveling. Mr. Pemberton — 
Well, I hope that when you get out you will 
put yoiir propensity into practice and travel 
out of the Colony. I shall commit yon to 
prison, with hard labor, for one month as a 
vagrant. Scott (bowing low) — Thank your 
worship for the good job you have given 
me; and may you never waul work yourself. 
So saying he was removed Irom the duck. 

Breaking Doors and Attempting to 
Cut. — John Clary, between one and two 
o'clock yesterday morning, broke into the 
house of one John McDonald, on Kanaka 
•road, and attempted to cut him with a huge 
butcher-knife. McDonald knocked him 
.down with a billet of wood anil secured him 
until the police arrived, who took him to 
jail. Yesierday morning he was fined £6, 
or in default, two months' employment in 
breaking stones on Her Majesty's highway. 

The " Foktaiilk Battery.' — The case 
X)f Win. Johnson alias Shepherd, arrested on 
£ suspicion <rf being engaged in the Indian 
liquor traffic, and on whoso person was 
found two jmmenso pistols, was disposed of 
by Mr. Pemberton yesterday, lie was dis- 
missed on the charge of selling whisky, but 
•was ordered to find two sureties in jKIO each 
and himself in £20 to be of good behavior. 
Mr. Crease made an application for the " bat- 
iery," but it was refused. 

Tiik Last Squaw Murder.— The easo of 
•the Nettinet Indian, arrested on u charge of 
having cut Ilia throat of the Hydn.ll clootch- 
man on the Esquimalt road last Monday, 
• was examiued in the Police Court yester- 
day. One of his own tribe testified that the 
accused had only been in town one day, 
wheroas the murder was committed on Mon- 
day. A gentteman from S>mnieli gavo him 
i\ good character. The prisoner, who seomcd 
very much agitated and alarmed, was re- 
mnndod for one day. 



WamUngton, February 4th, 1861. 
1-2 m. The Brooklyn arrived at Charleston 
yesterday noon, and commenced bombard- 
ing Fort Moultrie. Major Anderson res- 
ponded by giving a ball to the Brooklyn's 
officers, at which the beauty and fashion of 
Charleston attended. 

The South Carolina Legislature have '.>elif 
a secret session, at which it was resolved to 
enlist three reigments of horse marines to 
guard against submarine invasion. 

2 p. sr. A shot from the Brooklyn struck 
Fort Moultrie . between wind and waler, 
causing it to sink immediately. Everybody 
was drowned except Governor Pickens and 
Senator Toombs. The latter was instantly 
hung, drawn— and the U. S. troops quartered 
in Charleston. 

A jury, selected from the New York Com- 
mon Council, which had chartered a steamer 
to see tho fun, sat on Toombs and brought 
in a verdict of" died from the effect of the 
breath seceding from his body." 

4 p. ii. 'Ihe excitement is very great here, 
but not quite so much so, as before it reached 
its present height. 

A dispatch fiom Charleston says that tho 
Brooklyn has sunk in two feet water oil 
Morris' Island. Forts Sumpter and Johnson 
have surrendered. Fort Moultrie did not 
sink as before leported. Mr. Kiett is in 
charge of these defences. 

The Special Correspondent of the New 
York Tribune has been brutally murdered 
by the populace of Charleston. They read 
tho Tribune to him straight through from 
1854 to 1859, and he sunk under the 
infliction, not being able to stand the press. 
His body is hung in paper opposite the 
custom-house. Everything is quiet at 
Charleston : Major Anderson was struck by 
a 32-pounder shut on the head duiiug the 
battle; but he will probably survive. Had 
the ball hit him anj where else it would 
have killed him instantly. 

Mr. John Smith, a well-known and res- 
pectable citizen of Charleston, has been 
tarred and feathered for having a nose like 
Abraham Lincoln. 

Gov. Pickens is reported to be in-sei'tie— 
having been caught in a fish-net while 
superintending the firing at Fort Moultrie.

Information has been received at ibis Olfire from 
Lieutenant N. Mlctiler, Corps of Topographical 
Engineers', of the completion of the Light-house 
at Admiralty Head, on Whidby's Island, Washing- 
ton Territory. 

The structure consists of a dwelling, with a tower 
rising through the roof at one end, both painted 
white; the tower is surmounted by un iron lantern, 
painted red. 

The illuminating apparatus is catndioptric of 
the fourth order of ihe system of Frcsnel, and will 
show a fixed tchite light; llie are of the horizon to 
be illuminated is 270°

From Point Partridge, S. E. by E. « E. (mag- 
netic), distant 5H miles 

From New Dungennes light, E. by N. N. 
(magnetic), distant ll.V miles. 

Admiralty Head commands the New Dunp/ennes 
light, but is shut out from Smith's (Ulunt's) 
Island light by Point Partridge. 

The magnetic variation was 21° 40' East, in Au- 
gust, 18o6, with a yearly increase of I' 

This light will be exhibited, for the first time, on 
the niglit of the 2olh January, 18G1, and every 
night thereafter, from sunset to sunrise, until fur- 
ther notice. It should be visible in ii favorable 
state of the atmosphere, from a height of fifteen 
feet above the water, ut a distance of nineteen and 
a half statute, or seventeen nautical miles.
